easiest and surest Tivay to destroy these borers 
is bj washing the stem of the tree, from the 
base to the crotch, with some alkaline solu 
tion, but m order to prove efficient, this must 
be done before they are large enough to have 
eaten their way very deeply into the bark 
I 


have, therefore, found soap-suds a very valu 
able auxiliary m. the persistent warfare I have 
waged against tbe borers After trying -van 
ous comDoonds, I now prefer to use a simple 
solution made from hard or soft soap thinned 
out to a proper consistency by the addition of 
*v strong brine of salt and tobacco stems But 
although probably not a preventatrve, the so 
Intion I ha\ e indicated is a cure, for it will 
instantly and infallibly kill e ery borer that 
lias not penetrated so deep under the bark, or 
into the wood, as to be beyond its reach By 
performing the operation three or four times 
on ill the trees m tlie orchard, the first time 
during the month of June, and the last from 
the middle to the end of August, and extract- 
i ig with the knife a few borers tint, may 
chance fto escape the penetrating effects of 
this wash, I know, from a satisfactory and 
most conclusive personal experience, that an 
orchard can be kept entirely free from these 
insects "
